CUSHION-MAKING 


I suggest a course of cushion-making. 
One never has too many cushions for 
sittingroom, garden, loggia—and summer 
must come some time! Let me say at once 
that I dislike elaborate cushions in silks 
and velvets, with ruches, fringes, tassels, 
and so on. In the first place they are 
more elegant than inviting, and a real 
cushion should ask to be tucked in the 
nape of the neck or the small of the back. 
It should, too, be of a fabric and a colour 
that will not forbid its use on the floor, 
and of a plumpness that makes one forget 
weary bones. 

To begin with the outside. Good 
prey, fabrics are linen crash, linen, 

tweed, casement cloth (especially striped 
casement cloth), cretonne, dyed hessian 
and artificial silk; soft felts are good, too, 
and leather is good for a cushion meant 
to be sat upon in the garden or a car. 


VARIETY 


Tremendous variety can be ,iptroduced

An excellent plan, if you have odd 
pieces of material, is to use plain colour 
contrast, A square cushion, for example, 
can be covered on one side, or both, with 
a square formed by joining two triangular 
pieces in harmonising colours, or by join- 
ing a wide centre strip to two side strips. 
Sometimes a strip of Chinese embroidery 
or wide decorative ribbons such as 
find their way into every scrap-bag can 
be used with plain-coloured material. 
Very effective bolster-shaped cushions for 
a chesterfield can be made by combining 
plain material with round embroidered 
Chinese mats at each end. 

On the whole, and after a good deal of 
experiment, I think the ordinary square, 
flat cushion is the most comfortable ; but 
round or box-shaped cushions can be 
introduced here and there for variety. 
Triangular and crescent-shaped cushions 
heve disconcerting tricks, and I do not 
recommend them to those who believe 
cushions are for use rather than show. 


INNER COVERING 


The inner cevering is important. It 
should be light, and, of course, feather- 
and-dewn proof. The:ideal material is 
light, closely-woven, with a slightly 
furry surface on one side to act as a trap 
for the down. But if this cannot be easily 
obtained, fine cotton longcloth or un- 
bleached calico will do very well, pro- 
vided the inside is well rubbed with hard 
soap -or wax before cutting out. 

For the cushion filling real down is, of 
course, the most luxurious material—but 
it is too expensive for knockabout cushions. 


Feathers, especially if you can get them 
from a poultry farmer, are much cheaper, 
and freeing them from oil is not a very 
difficult matter. ‘They must be steeped 
in lime water—Il1lb. of lime to 1 gallon 
of water—from which the lime residue 
should be removed before the feathers are 
put in. Stir them well in, let them soak 
for some hours, then pour off the water 
and rinse the feathers very thoroughly in 
cold running water—of which there will 


certainly be no shortage for some time to 


come. To dry the feathers peg them out 
in old pillow cases or muslin bags in a 
wind. 

The cheapest filling of all is, of course, 
Kapok, or artificial down—and it does 


very well for rough usage, though it tends 


to get matted after a time. Care should 
be taken when using this material not to 
overstuff the cushion- a pound of it is 
usually enough for a cushion of the 
ordinary size. ' 


HINT TO NOVICES 


Novices in cushion-making are some- 
times puzzled about finishing off the 
fourth side. Just turn in the two edges 
and whip over them neatly. An all-round 


edging of ribbon is often very effective and 


conceals a clumsy finish! A very useful 


dodge with cushion-covers in heavy mate«
